the Ravelin. The French then made a great fire up- 1702. 
on the Engliſh, from the Rampart of the Fort, where 


upon the Lord Cuts ſent orders to the Officers that

Granadoes, and attack the Forr Sword in hand, if it 
were poſſible to find a Paſſage, which they did by 
charging and following the Enemy ſo cloſe, that they 
had not time to break the Bridge, tho? it was hotly 
diſputed by fire and puſh of Pike, and eſpecially by 
the Enemies Grenadiers, from the Flank of one of 
their Baſtions. But the Bravery of rhe Engliſb Gre- 
nadiers, by the Example of their Officers, and ſome 
Voluntiers of diſtinction, as the Earl of Huntington, 
my Lord Lorn, my Lord Marckar, the Prince D Au- 
dergne, Sir Richard Temple, Colonel Webb, and Mr. 
Dalrimple; ſome of them Atrack'd the Bridge, and 
ſome clamber'd up the Ramparts, after having thrown 
in their Granadoes, and forc'd their way into the 
Fort. The Enemy continued to defend themſelves, 
till the Eng/z/þ pour'd in fo faſt upon them, that they 
were no longer able to reſiſt; which as ſoon as the 
Lord Cuts perceiv'd, he check'd the Fucy of the Sol- 
diers, and put a ſtop to the Slaughter. The Engliſt

Martinerie, a French Proteſtant Ingenier, lately ſent 
from England by his Royal Highneſs, was alſo very 
ſerviceable in this Action, as well by his Bravery, 2

conſorting with the Indians, were carried by them in 
12 days March to the Gold Mines at Santa Cruz 4:

they fell within an Out Guard of 10 Men, which the 
Spaniardshad at ſome diſtance from thePlace, of whom 
they took 9, but the other eſcaping, gave notice at the 
Mines of their Approach, whereupon the richeſt of 
the Inhabitants retired from thence with their Money 
and Jewels; however our Party which conſiſted of 
about 400 Men, being come up, took the Fort, and 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the Mine, where there remain. 
ed about 70 Negroes, whom they ſet to work, and 
continued there 21 days, in which time they got a- 
bove 8o Pound Weight of Gold Duſt ; They alfo 
found ſeveral Parcels of Plate, which the Inhabitants 
had buried at their leaving that Place. Our Men, at 
their departure, burnt all the Town, except the 
Church, and returned to their Sloops, bringing away 


the Negroes. Some went further up the River in 
their Sloops, having a deſign upon another Gold 


Mine, called Chocoa; and two of the Sloops, com- 
manded by Captain Plomman, and Captain Grand, 
failed towards Cuba, landed near Trinidado, and with 
150 Men took the Town, burnt a great part ol it, 
and brought off a very conſiderable Booty. |

Perſons at the Salary of 500 J. per Amum, to Examine the 
Tellers Payments; who continued to Examine them once 
in a Week, till the Lord Halifax came to be Auditor; and 
then the Treaſury to fave this 500 J. per Annum to the King, 
put this Buſineſs upon him; ſince that time he has been 
more than ordinary Careful and Diligent in Examining the 
Tellers Vouchers, and ſecuring the Out · Caſb, which is a 
Name uſed in the Exchequer for the Money remaining in 
the hands of the Teller, after it is directed by the Auditor, 
and not paid away by the Teller: This formerly was an 
inconſiderable Sum, but by increaſe of Buſineſs in the Ex- 
chequer, has heen of late Years generally 40 or 530000 l. at 
2 time, remaining in the hands of each Tellers Clerk, withs 
out any Comptrol. 
But the preſent Auditor thinking this was too great a 
Sum to be truſted in that manner, made a new Regulation, 
to prevent any Laſs that might happen thereby to the Pub- 
lick, and has conſtantly imploy'd a Clerk to Examine the 
Vouchers of the Tellers every Day ; and all che Money 
that is not paid away that Day is lockt up in Cheſts with 
three Locks; whereof the Clerk of the Pells and the Depu- 
ty Chamberlain keep two Keys, and the Teller a third ; and 
the Committee are of Opinion, this has been a great Secu · 
rity to the Publick Treaſure. TE 
They likewiſe find it has been the conſtant practice a- 
mongſt the Tellers, ſince the firſt granting the Annuities, 
to iſſue all the Money directed on them to Robert Squibb, 
who, together with three other Perſons, were Intruſted by 
the Tellers, under good Security, to pay it to the reſpedtive 
Proprietors. | 
That the Tellers kept a Book on purpoſe, in which the 
Receipts. of the ſaid Squibb were Entred ; That upon the 
Auditor's Examination of the Vouchers for the Payments 
upon the Annuities, the Tellers produced the Receipt of 
Squibb, as had always been done, to Vouch their having 
paid by the hands of thoſe Intruſted by them, ſo much up- 
on the Annuities as was allowed them in the Weekly Cer- 
tificates And the Committee conceive the Auditor has 
diſcharged his Truſt, if he ſees that the Sum of the Receipts 
produced agree with the Payments allow'd to the Teller, 
it being in moſt Caſes impoſſible for him to know whe» 
ther the Voucher ; which che Teller ſhews him, be a true 
and legal Voucher. 
It is the Duty of the Tellers not to part with any of the 
K:ngs Treaſure without raking a Receipt to diſcharge the 
King, and therefore their Vouchers, after Examination, 
remain in their own Hands, becauſe they are to be an- 
ſwerable for them, both the Parties concerned, and to the
